(2) where any permanent engineering post is filled by promotion or by 

direct recruitment in accordance with these rules, fifty percent of 
such posts which were filled by direct recruitment or which would 
not be filled by promotion and had to be filled by direct recruitment 
shall also be reserved for such engineering graduates as arc referred 
in sub-rule (1). 

(3) For the above purposes of sub-rules (1) and (2) and permanent Class I 

Engineering posts in the scale of Rs. 400 — 950 shall be grouped toge- 
ther and all other permanent Class I Engineering posts carrying 
higher scales of pay shall form a separate group, 

(4) Any such engineering graduate as is referred to in sub-rule (1), who Is 

commissioned in the Armed Forces of the Union on a temporary basis 
during the continuation in force of the proclamation of emergency 
and who is later released from such Forces, shall be entitled to be 
considered for any reserved vacancy in the engineering posts for 
which he would have been eligible had he not joined the Armed 
Forces of the Union. 
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Provided that complies with the provisions of' the rules in force regarding 
physical fitness for such posts. 

(5) Until otherwise directed by the Central Government the permanent 

vacancies in engineering posts reserved under sub-rule (1), shall be 
filled only on a temporary basis and the remaining permanent vacan- 
cies shall continue to be filled permanently in accordance with these 
rules- 

(6) The seniority and pay of the persons appointed to the reserved vacancies 

shall be determined in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time. 

(7) In this rule “engineering posts” means the posts referred to in items 12, 

13, 14, 15, 17, 18, 19, "20, 21 and 24 of the Schedule appended to 
these rules”.
